Setting  Oat  Fruit  Trees. 

P.  T.  Quinn,  the  well  known  New  Jer¬ 
sey  fruit  culturist,  writes  as  follows  in 
Scribner  for  April : 

Persons  moving  from  the  city  to  the 
country  with  the  intention  of  making  it 
tbeir  homes  are  quickly  besieged  by  the 
ever-wntchfnl  tree  peddler.  These  men 
are  always  eqnipped  with  a  goodly  sup 
ply  of  books  filled  with  colored  plates  of 
monstrosities  in  fruits  and  flowers,  at¬ 
tractive  and  enticing  to  i  he  novice,  and 
made  more  so  wheu  their  good  qualities 
are  deftly  and  ingeniously  described  bv 
the  glib-tongned  fellows,  who  seldom  fail 
in  capturing  their  victim — if  not  at  first 
surely  at  the  second,  third,  or  fourth  vis¬ 
it.  The  stock  of  trees  and  plauts  with 
which  they  fill  tbeir  orders  is  usually  of 
an  inferior  qualify,  seldom  true  to  name; 
but  their  prices  run  from  fifty  ODe 
hundred  per  cent,  higher  thau  those  at 
which  first-class  trees,  plauts,  or  vines 
can  purchased  from  responsible  nursery¬ 
men  who  have  reputations  to  maintain. 

These  tree  peddlers,  iu  order  to  per¬ 
fect  a  sale,  often  represent  themselves  ns 
the  authorized  agents  of  nursery  firms, 
with  whom  they  have  no  such  count  ciioD. 
They  go  from  place  to  place  aud  buy  a 
very  low  prices  what  is  kuuwn  to  the 
trade  us  “hospital  Htuck.”  the  qulliugs  of 
ouo  or  more  years’  business,  and  such 
stock  ns  nurserymen  wouldn’t  send  out 
to  their  regular  customers.  It  is,  indeed, 
discouraging  to  wuit  four  or  tiv-  years 
for  u  peur  tiee  to  come  into  bearing,  und 
theu  find  that,  instead  of  a  Burtlet  or 
Seckel,  yon  Lave  some  worthless  sort 
that  has  no  value,  fit  only  to  feed  to  the 
bogs. 

The  best  and  least  expensive  way  to 
get  fruit  trees,  vines,  or  plauts,  is  to  send 
direct  to  some  well  kuown  nursery  firm  ; 
yon  then  get  what  you  order,  aud  if  it 
dees  not  turn  out  well,  there  is  u  way  of 
redress.  Those  who  will  purchase  their 
stock  from  itinerant  tree  venders  are  al¬ 
most  certain  to  b«  cheated. 

We  mnj  add  to  the  nbovo  our  own 
experience.  About  six  years  ago  we 
bought  18  pear  trees,  dwarfs  aud  etand- 
ards,  from  a  tree-peddler,  representing  a 
Rochester  firm,  besides  several  “choice”  I 
grape  vines  (tbe  names  of  tho  varieties 
we  don’t  remember).  Notwithstanding 
the  best  agricultural  care  that  could  be 
bestowed  we  have  Dever  yet  seen  a  grope. 
Last  year  we  harvested  tico  pears  about 
tho  size  of  wulnuts' 

Last  Spring,  however,  wo  set  out  3 
grape  vines,  brought  of  John  Rassbach, 
our  local  nurscymuD,  and  iu  the  Fall 
were  agreeably  surprised  by  a  yield  of 
several  pounds  of  excellent  grapes.  I 
Therefore  we  hearti'y  endorse  Professor  j 
Quinn’s  recommendations  ns  to  “the  | 
best  and  least  expensive”  way  to  get 
fruit  trees.
